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Hundreds attend 
traveller funeral 
at Ashtead church 



A life sized jockey and 
horse and cart made 
out of flowers was the 
centrepiece to Mikey 
Connors’ funeral, 
along with several 
other tributes to the 
30-year-old. 

16 white Rolls 
Royce Phantoms 

brought mourners to 
St Michael’s Catholic 
Church in Ashtead. 

Each car had two 
light blue flags with 
the text ‘Mikey Con¬ 
nors, our legend, one 
in a billion, king of 
the road’. 

The funeral follows 
a multitude of unau¬ 
thorised traveller en¬ 
campments in neigh¬ 
bouring areas such as 
Sutton, Bromley, and 
other parts of Surrey 
in the weeks leading 
up to it. 

Sandra, a local 
resident, said: “They 
haven’t closed the 
road, they’ve blocked 
the road. 

“If you’re a gypsy 
you can do whatever 
you like in this coun¬ 
try.” 

The event was quite 
a spectacle, with a 
mixture of gypsy 
and British men and 


women alike, wearing 
everything from tight 
dresses and towering 
heels to slick suits and 
sunglasses. 

A white Mercedes fu¬ 
neral car then brought 
Mr Connors’s cof¬ 
fin to the church as 
around two hundred 
people gathered out¬ 
side to pay homage 
before going inside. 
Leading to the grave 
was a fifty-foot red 
carpet — which ran 
through the site, sur¬ 
rounded by trees and a 
view of London in the 
distance. 

A large horse and 
drawn cart stood made 
of flowers, with a blue 
wreath and rider made 
of green flowers — 
complete with a white 
helmet and Nike tick 
on his breast. 

There were flowers 
adorning large photos 
of Mikey and his fam¬ 
ily — from holidays 
to Universal Studios 
to smiling family por¬ 
traits with Paddy. 

Written on one 
shrine was ‘352 World 
Record’ — possibly re¬ 
lating to horsecart rac¬ 
ing — clearly a major 
part of Mikey’s life. 



There was also a 
small white bunga¬ 
low of flowers with a 
black roof and brown 
trim —written on top 
was ‘may you get the 
best bed in heaven’. 
Finally, a Rolex watch 
was made of brown 
flowers - display¬ 
ing the time of 2.46, 
with the date ‘21’. 
The burial is due to 
take place two-and- 
a-half miles away, at 
Epsom and Ewell cem¬ 
etery.

Residents have rallied against a 
proposal to demolish the South 
Hatch stables in Epsom to build 
housing. 

The planning application 
submitted to Epsom and Ewell 
borough council proposes to 
replace the racehorse training 
establishment, in Burgh Heath 
Road, with a training complex 
and 47 apartments. 

The planning statement 
attached to the application 
claims the existing racehorse 
training establishment is in 
“very poor condition” and a 
redevelopment would boost the 
training industry in Epsom. 

Lesley and Roger Pond com¬ 
mented on the application: 
“The proposals would have an 
adverse visual impact on the 
openness of the green belt and 
would contribute to the urban 
sprawl. 

“The impact on ecology and 
wildlife particularly caused by 
light spillage would be detri¬ 
mental. 

“47 flats is a large number 
and none are for social housing 
so 47 private flats close to the 
Downs are likely to fetch a good 
price.” 

Timothy Murphy, of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England, wrote: “the impor¬ 
tance of protecting this area 
of green belt far outweighs the 
arguments put forward by the 
applicant. 

“Planting proposals included 
in the planning application 
would be inadequate to hide 
the buildings. Night time light

pollution would be a particular 
problem. 

“Overspill parking from the 
development will result in con¬ 
gestion along Burgh Heath Road 
itself.” 

College Ward councillor Alex 
Clarke said he understood the 
historical significance of horse¬ 
racing in Epsom, but was worried 
about the planning proposal. 

He said: “I understand the fi¬ 
nancial reasons but I am worried 
about the level of development. I 
am worried at this current stage 
about what is being proposed.” 

Lisa Allison, acting agent for 
the development’s applicant, Jim 
Boyle, said: “The proposal repre¬ 
sents a significant opportunity to 
begin an upward trend of enhanc¬ 
ing the Racehorse Training Estab¬ 
lishment (RTE) facilities within 
Epsom and raising the industry 
profile, to compete with other suc¬ 
cessful racing locations such as 
Newmarket and Lambourn. 


“The re-development of the fa¬ 
cilities at South Hatch will bring 
with it significant economic ben¬ 
efits to the training industry in 
both Epsom and nationally and 
will support sustainable econom¬ 
ic growth 

“The enabling residential de¬ 
velopment is the absolute mini¬ 
mum amount of development 
required to fund the cost of the 
new RTE. 

“Should this application fail, 
South Hatch Stables will close and 
to the further detriment of the 
horseracing industry of Epsom. 

“This will also lead to Jim 
Boyle, who has committed 17 
years to building a successful 
racehorse training business in 
Epsom, being forced to relocate to 
one of the other training centres 
outside of Epsom.” 

The planning application is 
awaiting a decision, and the con¬ 
sultation period expired on Mon¬ 
day, July 30.

Porter dismissed 
after cat found in 


cupboard

A porter at Epsom Hospital has 
been sacked, after reports of a 
stray cat wandering around A&E 
wards caused an infection scare. 

A deep clean was ordered after 
bosses discovered a cat asleep in 
a linen cupboard during a routine 
check, according to the Sun. 

The newspaper published pic¬ 
tures of the Burmese cat called 
Monty sprawled across a desk and 
in a stand-off with a rat on hospi¬ 
tal grounds. 

Trust chiefs denied the cat had 
been kept as a pet and said the 
non-patient area where the cat 
found has been fully decontami¬ 
nated. 

The porter, who had worked 
at the hospital for 28 years, was 
dismissed after he was allegedly 
caught on CCTV sitting on a hos¬ 
pital bed stroking the cat. 

A spokesman for the hospital 
said: “As a busy hospital trust, our 
first priority has to be the health 
and wellbeing of our patients and 
that includes protecting people 
from the risk of infection 

“As such, when it came to light 
that an animal had entered one of

our hospital sites, we immediately 
launched an investigation. 

“In order to determine the facts 
of the matter, we needed to install 
additional CCTV cameras in a 
storage area of the hospital. 

“As a result of the investigation, 
a member of contracted staff has 
since been dismissed for neglect¬ 
ing their duties whilst at work 
(including lying down for long pe¬ 


riods when they should have been 
working), and we found evidence 
that the cat had been on site in 
this non-patient, storage area. 

“We would like to assure all of 
our patients, visitors and local 
people that we have taken this 
matter very seriously” 

Monty has been returned to his 
neighbor, who lives nearby to the 
hospital.

Appeal renewed 
after assaults

Surrey police have renewed 
an appeal for information 
after two serious sexual as¬ 
saults on girls which took 
place in Claygate and Ewell 
last year. 

In a Facebook post, Sur¬ 
rey Police’s Epsom and Ewell 
Beat wrote: “It’s been one 
year on since a man sexually 
assaulted a 10-year-old girl 
while she was walking to her 
friend’s house in Claygate. 

“The same man also at¬ 
tacked another girl in #Ewell 
in July 2017. 

“We are still investigating 
this serious crime and are 
appealing for anyone with in¬ 
formation on the identity of 
this man to come forward.” 

The assaults took place 
around one month apart and 
are believed to have been car¬ 
ried out by the same suspect. 

A girl riding a bicycle 
along the Hogsmill River es¬ 
tate in Ewell on June 10,2017, 
at 4.30pm was pushed off her 
bike and sexually assaulted. 


The victim, who was 15 at 
the time, fought off the man 
and ran away in the Ewell di¬ 
rection. 

Another girl was sexually 
assaulted by a man in a wood¬ 
ed area in Claygate while 
walking to her friend’s house. 

The victim, who was 10 
during the attack, was able to 
break away from the man and 
run to a place of safety 

Surrey Police released 
CCTV footage last year of a 
man in a bid to identify him. 

The man was seen walk¬ 
ing along Stevens’ Lane into 
Hill View Road and Berkeley 
Gardens, Claygate between 


5.15pm and 6.00pm on August 
17. 

His last known direction 
of travel was along Stevens’ 
Lane heading north towards 
the junction of Woodstock 
Lane and Chessington. 

The man is also captured 
on CCTV in different cloth¬ 
ing while in the same area. 
He appears to be wearing a 
dark long sleeved top and a 
hat. 

Anyone with informa¬ 
tion is asked to call Surrey 
Police on 101 quoting ref¬ 
erence 45170090450, or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously 
on 0800 555 111.

Composer Howard 
Goodall talks about 
A Winter’s Tale at the 
Rose Theatre, Kingston 


With a career spanning over 30 years, Howard 
Goodall is one of Britain’s most distinguished 
and versatile composers. 

The Ivor Novello, Brit, Emmy and BAFTA 
award-winning composer has teamed up with 
Youth Music Theatre UK to create a brand new 
musical adaptation of Shakespeare’s A 
Winter’s Tale which comes to Rose Theatre 
Kingston next week. 

When adapting Shakespeare’s The Winter’s 
Tale, one of his later and more complex plays, 
for musical stage did you find any unique 
challenges? Shakespeare’s play has lots of 
unusual and quasi-magical aspects to it, for sure. 

It has many of the tricks he employs in his 
comedies - mistaken identity, separated families, 
exotic locations, rustic folk being, well, rustic, and 
so on, yet it also has a deadly serious heart. 

The production to be performed at Rose 
Theatre Kingston is a new interpretation of the 
story, without giving too much away, what is 
the show about and what can audiences 
expect? Its two acts are separated by 16 years, 
and it looks at the very different ways that the 
mature and the young view and configure their 
world: because of this theme alone it feels 
amazingly germane to our own time. Plus, it has 
an absolutely stunning surprise moment in its 
final scene (no spoilers...) which echoes a 
similar event in Mozart’s opera Don Giovanni, 
which was an inspiration for me too! Jealousy, 
loyalty and the redemption of love are all 
themes in the play that lend themselves, I think, 
quite readily to conversion into songs. The 
musical is unashamedly emotional, and though 
this is partly true of the play, adding music 
deepens and - in some ways - simplifies the 
impact of the original. And, since I have a long 
background in comedy, I looked for opportunities 
to add some laughs in the songs. I hope I’ve 
succeeded! 

You are an energetic campaigner for music 
education yourself, how important are the 
opportunities given to young emerging 
performers and musicians by organisations 
like Youth Music Theatre UK? There are two 
parallel issues here: the function of the arts as 
ways of discovering ourselves, of finding our 
place in the world, of exploring our feelings and 
our fears, of creating community and 
togetherness, of becoming genuinely creative 
and daring and of developing as a rounded 
human being. For all these extraordinary gifts, an 


organisation like YMT is of incalculable value to 
the young people who engage with it, irrespective 
of what they will make of their lives once they 
move on to their next stage. But the second issue 
is that of the arts as a dynamic industry, creating 
jobs, enhancing our country’s ‘soft’ influence in 
the world, boosting exports and tourism, giving 
voice and self-respect to communities perhaps 
left behind: all these attributes are also important 
for us as a society and YMT has had 
conspicuous success in nurturing talent that is 
later a huge feather in our collective caps. One in 
every eight albums bought last year in the world 
was by a British artist; this is an amazing statistic 
and in quite a significant part due to one man - Ed 
Sheeran - who started his journey into music with 
YMT How brilliant is that? 

What do you think it is about Shakespeare’s 
work that has endured for so long? 

Shakespeare’s themes are universal even when 
his language sometimes sounds antique. We can 
all identify with the emotions and the politics of his 
plays - people’s behaviour doesn’t alter much 
over the centuries even if their clothes and their 
circumstances change. In this play, for example, 
Shakespeare paints a vivid, utterly believable 
portrait of a paranoid, angry, despotic ruler, 
whose megalomania extends to all those 
around him including those closest to him - his 
wife and children. If Shakespeare were alive 
now, he’d describe Leon, the ruler in question, 
as a man with ‘toxic masculinity’. How those 
around him have to deal with this, in 
Shakespeare’s play and in our modern world are 
not very different. Passionate love between two 
teenagers whose parents are disapproving is 
another theme in the play and as far as I can see 
that issue is still very much alive in our world too. 
Above all, there is a profound humanity and 
compassion in the way Shakespeare plays out 
his characters’ journeys and one reason his 
stories can be so moving is because we 
recognise, without always acting upon, the 
possibility of compassion in our own lives. 

Add music and the combination can be 
incredibly emotional. Which I hope is where we 
come in!

CHRISTOPHER ROBIN (PG): Towards the conclusion 
of Marc Forster’s fantasy, Winnie the Pooh (voiced by 
Jim Cummings) stares adoringly at a grown-up Chris¬ 
topher Robin (Ewan McGregor), who has forgotten the 
joy of his childhood spent romping around the Hundred 
Acre Wood. “It’s always a sunny day when Christopher 
Robin comes to play,” coos the honey-guzzling bear. 
Alas, that sunshine doesn’t always penetrate the rain 
clouds that linger over this cinematic namesake, which 
shamelessly milks our affection for beloved characters 
created by AA Milne and EH Shepard. Credited to three 
screenwriters, Christopher Robin relies heavily on the 
quirks and naive charm of Pooh and his companions, 
who are convincingly brought to life through digital trick¬ 
ery. An emotionally manipulative final act, hung on an 
action set-piece in post-wartime London, is signposted 
as clearly as the fearsome Heffalumps and Woozels. 

THE EQUALIZER 2 (15): Crime and punishment trade 
furious blows and bludgeon us into wearying submis¬ 
sion in The Equalizer 2, a blood-spattered sequel to the 
2014 action thriller, which reunited director Antoine Fu¬ 
qua with Training Day leading man Denzel Washington. 
Both return to active duty alongside scriptwriter Richard 
Wenk for a revenge mission, which doles out rough jus¬ 
tice on home soil in breathlessly staged and gratuitously 
violent fight sequences. A wince-inducing prologue, 
set inside a speeding Turkish Railway dining carriage, 
underlines the central character’s predilection for snap¬ 
ping limbs and face-planting knife-wielding henchmen as 
a means to a noble end. Fuqua justifies each adrenaline- 
fuelled bout of fisticuffs by suggesting that everyone 
is stained by sin. “There are no good and bad people 
anymore. No enemies, just unfortunates” opines a CIA 
operative. Ultimately, we’re the unfortunates because 
The Equalizer 2 squanders its Oscar-winning star and 
builds to a final showdown battered by hurricane-force 
winds that is overblown in every sense. 

THE MEG (12A): It’s not safe to go back into the water 
in director Jon Turteltaub’s supersized horror thriller, 
which has been splashing about in development hell for 
two decades. Based on Steve Alten’s best-selling novel, 
The Meg imagines the carnage wrought by a 75ft long 


megalodon shark on an underwater research complex, 
which has been close to one of China’s most popular 
tourist beaches. This alFyou-can-chomp buffet of swim¬ 
mers, surfers and sun-worshipping teenagers provides 
the film with an overblown action sequence saturated 
with digital effects, which are notable by their poor 
execution. Laughable overhead shots of children pad¬ 
dling furiously away from the underwater threat suggest 
an entire generation of Chinese tykes in inflatable rings 
can outstroke swimming world record holders Michael 
Phelps and Adam Peaty. Humour isn’t always intentional, 
but a few crisp one-liners elicit chuckles like when one 
grief-stricken crew member caterwauls: “That living fossil 
ate my friend!” Leading man Jason Statham glowers on 
cue and removes his shirt for a gratuitous topless scene 
to verify he is in excellent gym-toned shape even if his 
film is bloated. 

UNFRIENDED: DARK WEB (15): Writer-director Ste¬ 
phen Susco’s belated sequel to the 2014 horror thriller 
Unfriended retains the neat stylistic conceit of piecing 
together a fractured narrative in windows that appear 
on a central character’s laptop screen. Music and video 
streams overlap with typed conversations on social 
media channels as the protagonist accesses a browser 
to search for clues to a chilling mystery. The face of the 
hapless hero (Colin Woodell), etched increasingly with 
fear, is visible in one of the windows, creating the illusion 
of events unfolding in real time. Like its predecessor, 
Unfriended: Dark Web retains a waft of suspense for the 
opening 15 minutes, but this quickly dissipates as the 
script loosens its grasp on plausibility to deliver explo¬ 
sions of sickening violence and a risible final twist. 

There is no punishment for an obvious violation of rules 
laid down by the sequel’s shadowy villain, erasing jeop¬ 
ardy that should be hard-wired into every frame. 

THE DARKEST MINDS (12A): Adapted from the first 
instalment of a trilogy of young adult novels penned 
by Alexandra Bracken, The Darkest Minds conjures 
dystopian nightmares that will be achingly familiar to fans 
of The Hunger Games and Divergent series. 

The live action debut of Kung Fu Panda director Jen¬ 
nifer Yuh Nelson is set in a bleak, futuristic America 


where the adult population has turned against child 
survivors of a deadly epidemic. One brave girl (Amandla 
Stenberg) emerges from the melee to follow her destiny 
as figurehead of a rebellion, inspiring others to rise up 
against brutal regimes, which exterminate what they 
do not understand. The Darkest Minds is anchored 
by the luminous Stenberg, who catalyses simmering 
on-screen chemistry with Dickinson’s strapping hunk. 
Chad Hodge’s screenplay sparks a potential sequel, but 
it’s hard to imagine that flame burning bright without the 
kindling wood of originality. 

SGT STUBBY: AN UNLIKELY HERO (PG): Bravery on 
two and four legs during the First World War wags the 
tail of director Richard Lanni’s charming if lightweight 
computer-animated history lesson. Sgt Stubby: An 
Unlikely Hero pays tribute to the most decorated dog in 
US history, who served his country for 18 months, pre¬ 
dominantly alongside one master for 17 battles and four 
military campaigns. Lanni’s picture concludes with pho¬ 
tographs of the real-life Stubby and his proud handler, 
Robert Conroy. Patriotic pride courses through the veins 
of a script co-written by Mike Stokey, which narrates the 
flourishing bond between man and beast in the words 
of Conroy’s sister Margaret (voiced by Helena Bonham 


Carter). “This is the true story of a special friendship my 
brother made while training for the war,” she coos in the 
opening voiceover. The narrative is simplistic in order to 
appeal to children and parents, both of whom will strug¬ 
gle to resist the wide-eyed charms of the titular terrier. 
THE FESTIVAL (15): The Bafta Award-winning creators 
of The Inbetweeners continue to suckle on the teat of 
puerile, laddish humour in The Festival - a filthy-minded 
comedy of awkward sex, recreational drugs and 
rock’n’roll. Shot on location at last year’s Leeds Festival 
in Bramham Park, lain Morris’s sporadically hilarious film 
trades in humiliation, body piercings and bestiality with 
one hand down its trousers and a goofy grin on its face. 
Subtlety isn’t invited to the party and scriptwriters Keith 
Akushie and Joe Parham would rather go big than go 
home with contrived set-pieces including a striptease for 
a hen party and a medical emergency involving an epi- 
pen. Some gags squarely hit their target and Jemaine 
Clement from Flight Of The Conchords is a deadpan 
delight as an uncool stepfather with an idiosyncratic ap¬ 
preciation for “house music”. However, once you sluice 
away the filth, the hastily sketched characters are largely 
unsympathetic and it’s hard to care when Lady Luck 
slaps them repeatedly in the face.

Festival is a runaway success 

Hercules Wimbledon Athletic Club’s third annual Night of 5000 metres Festival, staged at their Wimbledon Park track on 
Wednesday evening last week, proved an overwhelming success with almost 70 runners posting lifetime bests and many 
others recording their best times of the summer, writes Tom Poliak. 

The balmy summer’s evening with little wind, ideal for fast times, consisted of seven graded races over the distance with 
music to accompany the runners and grilled burgers and beer to keep the hundreds of spectators happy for the two-and- 
a-half hours of 5000 metres action. Of the 22 Hercules Wimbledon taking part, 11 achieved personal best times and six ran 
their fastest 5000 metres of 2018. In the fifth of the seven races, all 19 runners either achieved lifetime bests or season’s 
best times. They were led in by Hercules Wimbledon’s Richard McDowell who smashed his previous best time with 15 
minutes 10.61 seconds, winning by almost four seconds and taking a massive one-and-a-half minutes off his personal best. 
Fastest of the Hercules Wimbledon runners was Fred Slemeck who clocked 14:36.47 in the last of the seven races to slice 
more than 11 seconds off his previous best set in the same event last year.
